Trade.—The Oversea imports during August were valued at £1,268,674, 


and show a decrease of £1,985,450, or over 61 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for two months, 
July and August, 1917, was £3,603,113, a decrease of £2,522,995, or 
over 41 per cent. in comparison with the corresponding period in 1916, 


The Oversea exports during August amounted to £2,183,234, being 
a decrease of £1,275,537 or 36:9 per cent. as compared with the corres- 
ponding month of last year. For the two months July and August, 
1917 there was an increase of £438,651, or 7-9 per cent. compared with 
the same period for 1916.

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Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for August show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,253,529, or £299,313 less than in 
August of last year, a decrease of 19-2 per cent. During the two 
months ended 31st August, the revenue was £2,611,047, being £273,125 


or 9°5 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of the last financiat 
year.

On the 3lst August, 1917, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £1,234,847. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during August was 5,101 oz. crude, equal 
to 4,876 oz. fine, valued at £20,710, and showed a decrease of 807 oz. 
fine, and £3,430 in value, compared with August of last year. The value 
of gold produced during the eight months was £234,261, and showed a 
decrease of 4,498 oz. fine, and £19,109 in value, in the figures for the 
corresponding period of 1916. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57, as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries), it 
appears that in August, 1917, prices were 38-1 per cent. higher than in 
August, 1914, 4°9 per cent. higher than in August, 1916, and 4:5 per cent. 
higher than in the preceding month, July, 1917. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
August, 1917, 82-7 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 10 per cent. 
dearer than in August, 1916, and 12-4 per cent. higher than in July, 
1917. Meat prices rose considerably owing to the prevailing industrial 
strife, and were the highest since the commencement of the war; the 
increases in the various cuts during the month ranged from 4d, to 
2d. per lb. ‘ 


Eggs were lower by 6d. per dozen, currants and soap showed slight 
decreases ; advances were recorded in the prices of potatoes, onions, 
bacon, butter, and cheese.

Land Seleetions.—During August, 81 applications were made for 32,438 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 97,116 acres, representing 
196 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 746, and the area applied for 371,053 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 611,353 acres, representing 1,212 blocks. 


Meteorology.— Varied weather conditions were experienced over New South 
Wales during August, the chief features being fine and cold periods, 
rainstorms, strong westerly winds, and snowstorms. Light to heavy 
general rains occurred in the Southern districts, and the rivers in that 
area rose to such an extent that flood level was exceeded at some centres 
in the first week of the month. The falls recorded throughout the 
Southern half of the State, west of the mountains, and at a few isolated 
places in the North-Eastern districts were in excess of the average. In 
the Northern and Coastal areas the rain received was generally light 
and scattered, and in other parts the falls on the whole were deficient. 
Snowstorms were recorded on the Central and Southern Highlands in 
the first and third weeks of the month. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—August, 1917.—The births registered 
numbered 1,793, equal to 28°14 per 1,000 of population ; of the total, 
921 were males and S72 females. The rate is 4 per cent. below 
the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 654, namely, 352 males and 302 females, equal 
to a rate of 10-26 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 15 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in. all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality was 52-4 per 1,000 births, being 15 per cent. 
below the average for the previous five years, and is the lowest on 
record for the month of August. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
August, 351 new buildings, as compared with 516 in August, 1916. 

The total for the eight months, January to August, was 3,523, as com- 
pared with 3,803 during the corresponding period of 1916.
